Kroéger Plan Changes

Seven thousand eight hundred 
dollars 1» a lot of money, Marin 
county’s grand Jury and a lot of 
other pe(H3le believe, especially if 
the item that money buys* is not 
going to be used. 
In its final report, the 1950-51 
grand jury, urges that Marin county 
not waste the $7300 It spent for the 
Kroeger job classification and ad­ 
ministrative survey. 
The recommendalions should be 
put into effect “without delay” the 
jury said, In a report of Its job 
classification 
and 
Administrative 
committee, written by Emil Pohll, 
chairman of the committee. 
The final report of the jury made 
three comments: 
» 
1—‘The grand jury regrets ex­ 
ceedingly that the board of super­ 
visors have not devoted mm’e time 
to the study of the Kroeger report 
to be in accord among themselves 
as to Its dispositlon.” 
a-^T he jury Is in imanlmoui ac­ 
cord that the recommendations con­ 
tained In the Kroeger report be put 
Into effect at the earliest .possible 
moment and with the least possible 
delay, consistent with good govern­ 
ment.” 
S—“The reasons advanced by the 
board of supervisors indicate the 
general negligence on their part in 
having failed to devote sufficient 
time and study of the Kroeger re­ 
port.” 
One 
of 
the 
major 
issues 
is 
whether or not the Kroeger plan 
should be adopted immediately or 
should be used as a guide by the 
county 
for 
planning 
its 
future 
• course. 
WANT TO STUDY 
The supervisors, by their action, 
or lack of action, and by their 
statements wish to study the ad 
minlstrative plan before they take 
any further action. 
The viewpoint was supported by 
KIwood Ennis, one of the members 
of the Kroeger^ firm, Who was in 
diarge of the survey in Marin. 
Ennis said several times that 
many of the counties and cities 
Where studies have been made have 
not* put all the recommendations 
Into effect for many years. One 
eounty waited ten years before It 
hired an administrative officer. 


Recently the city of Long Beach 
hired 
an

three years after they were advised 
to do so by their survey, Ennis said 
last month at a meeting here. 


COMMITTEE AGREES 
It appears that the grand jury 
committee, which worked with the 
supervisors In selecting the Kroeger 
firm and deciding on the scope of 
the survey, agreed with this plan. 
An interim repeat gf the ccmimlt- 
tee, written by^ Temporary Chair­ 
man Albert Barrows in May said: 
“It is anticipated that adminis­ 
trative and procedural recommen­ 
dations contained in this survey 
will be of such nature that it will 
be several years before they can all 
be put Into effect.^ This is part of 
the grand jury’s final report. 
This divergence of viewpoints was 
also demonstrated two weeks ago 
when the supervisors and the entire 
grand jury met in “secret” session 
to discuss the Kroeger report. 
According to reports of the meet­ 
ing, from supervisors, Pohli, and 
the committee report, the board In­ 
tends to study the plan more be­ 
fore it takes any action.

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SPEAKER ON ASIA 
China Revoiu Hon Against 
Poverty, M. V. Glut} Hears 


**It is a dangerous thing to speak 
on pgiltical matters In America to* 
day,** said Dr. Gordon Agngw when 
he spoke at the Community church's 
men's duh last »ight in MiU Valley. 
This was the third in a series of 
talks on **Amei1ca in the Mind of 
Asia.** Dr. Agnew. who is a doctor 
of dentistry and doctor of phil­ 
osophy, is currently on the medical 
staff of the Vniversity of Califomia. 
He was on the- staff of the Union 
college in Peking fbr 2^ years and 
had opportunity to study the Asiatic 
peoples. 
“We have let regimentation of 
thought come into e^ence in the 
United States and bur moral in­ 
tegrity. freedom of speech, and 
thought is being seriously threat­ 
ened. This very regimentation is 
causing deep resentment throughout 
the U.8. and this resentment has 
spread abroad.** 
“We are being criticised today in 
breign' countries as we never have 
in the history of our nation.** 


Dr. Agnew stated that he was noi 
attempting to defend or justify the 
attitude of the Asiatics toward us, 
but he felt he. knowing the Aslatlei 
could define the attitudes. 
“I feel very strongly,** said Dr 
Agnew, “that the basic difference 
and conflict comes In our concep­ 
tion of democracy. There are facets 
of democracy that have ^en good 
for our country. Because* we have 
flourished and prospered under 
democracy to become the world 
power we are today, we believe that 
democracy is good for all countries. 
We have attempted to force the 
principles of democracy on the 
Asiatic people, and they refuse to 
accept it. We respond in indignation 
because off this refusal of what we 
have found to be good.** 
America has said time and time 
again that every country should 
have the right of self-detennlnation. 
However, she has not acted in ac­ 
cordance with this tenet of democ­ 
racy she has advocated.

Dr. Agnew'spoke at great lengths 
on Jsrhat he believed was an Injus­ 
tice in not allowing caiina to enter 
the United Nations. He believed 
that this refusal destroyed the or­ 
iginal intention and philosophy of 
the U.N., to bring together people 
of different political philosophies. 
We a», in essence, saying to China 
•We close the door In your •face, 
for you do not believe as we do.*' 
“The patrol of Formosa by the 
United States,** continued Dr. Ag­ 
new,** appeara to China to be noth­ 
ing more than an act of aggression 
and violation of the Potsdam agree­ 
ment.** 
The Chinese people have come to 
believe that the U.S. Is not inter­ 
ested in welfare of the peoples of 
the world, but rather in its own 
security. 
Dr. Agnew concluded with “If an­ 
other war comes, part of the fault 
will lie on the shoulders .of the 
Kremlin and a good part will fall 
on our shoulders, the citizens of the 
United States, for permitting War 
to happen again." 
Dr. Agnew was introduced by Paul

I 
can see in the trend an end to the 
American dream of romance and 
curtains for the pleasant American 
custom of picking a wife on an 
cmotimial basis.

*WIFE SCREENING* 
It seems that, increasingly wives 
are being subjected to interviews 
beiore a decision is made on hiring 
husbands. Some corporations have a 
thing called “wife-screening’* and it 


involves such tests as her perform­ 
ance at social gatherings, her atti­ 
tude towaxd her husband’s work, the 
way her home is kept, her credit 
rating and a checkup on her popu­ 
larity among the neighbors. One 
corporation estimated that some 20 
per cent ci otherwise acceptable 
applicants for executive employ­ 
ment were turned down because 
their Wives flunked the company's 
"social integration** test. 
In another company, the wife of 
a top executive jn^ded at a sort of 
finishing school for wives of execu­ 
tives who graduated into the $8,000- 
a-year and over brackets, 'me 
women were imstnicted In such re­ 
finements as where to shop, where 
to dine, and how to dress cm either 
occasion. 
If this trend continues, the time

The arteries are a system, of tubes 
carrying blood, from toe heart. To 
cooperate best with that '0,'rgan. they 
must retain a certain flexibility and 
"give.” With age, the arteries fre­ 
quently thicken, and then you have 
hardening of the arteries, or arter­ 
iosclerosis. 
Arteriosclerosis causes much of 
'toe heart trouble .in those 'Over M 
years of age, and also may con­ 
tribute to much ki.d.ney di.sease. 
Coronary heart disease, one of toe 
.m.aJor kilkre of ina.n„ is due to' an 
early hardening of toe arteries that 
supply toe heart itself. Many cases 
of so-called stroke are due to hard­ 
ening of the arteries. 
SEARCH FOR CAUSE 
For many years doctors have 
been searching for the cause of 
arteriosclerosis, but progress has 
'been slow. :Rece'nt evide.nce how­ 
ever, suggests that the guilty party 
may 'b€' .a fatty sabstanM' in the 
blood known as cholesterol. 
Not long ago .a group 'Of scientists 
produced arteriosclerosis in animals 
by leeding them a high fat diet, 
which greatly increases the amount 
of choljBsteroi in the blood. It is 
also significant that the cholesterol 
level in toe blood is increased in 
certain diseases such as diabetes, 
hypothyroidism, and coronary heart 
dlse'ase. 
Fatty Foods Restricted 
One fairly effective 'm.eth'Od of 
reducing the cholesterol in the blood 
h:as bfiC'n to restrict the amO'Unt 'Of 
fatty foods. A high fat intake Is 
necessary for cholestero'l to^ be tak.e,n 
into the blood in lai^e amounts. To 
be helpful,, however, the fat'reduc­ 
tion has to be somewhat drastic. 


Another method tosrt has met with 
some success is the use of a pan­ 
creatic enzyme known as pancreatic 
lipase. 
The bUe, a liver secretion, Is very 
important to the absorption of 
cholesterol from the intestines. The 
substance is not taken into tot 
blood in 'Condi'tions where-the bile 
flow is diminltoed. It is believed 
that an, lm.pro'perIy working Hvct 
may cause a high cholesterol leveL 
Yltamina Helpful 
Use of certain vitamins, such as 
choline, tn'ositol, and 'methionine, 
has been helpful in reducing this 
level by taking 'Over sO'mt of the 
liver’s job. In addition, certain 
hormones, such as thyroid and the 
sex hormones, play an important 
role in preventing hardening of the 
arteries. 
Prom these findings we may con­ 
clude that persons past toe age of 
40 who may have a predisposition to 
hardening of toe arteries should 
take steps to prevent this condition. 
On early cons.'iiltation, the physician, 
will be able to determine the best 
lo'w-fat diet and P'rescri,bt' neC'Cssary 
vitamins and thyroid or sex gland 
extrac'ts and, :!n gen'eral, ho'W 'best 
to handle the situation.

Big Decisions Can Be 
Made Only By Big Men 


I t is to be bopcd tbat time will not he wastcá 
on excuses to justify tbc situation, but tbat a 
real attempt to cJiminate (tbe cause for criticism) 
will be maJe.** 
These words were contained in a United 
States Senate committee report made public in 
Washington last week. (The report was highly 
critical of the armed scrvic-cs “wasteful and ex- 
» travagant** use of manpower.) 
These same words could well have been 
uttered by our Marin grand jury in conjunction 
with its report which criticized our Marin super­ 
visors for their “inaction” and “procrastination.” 
The grand jury criticized the supervisors (1) 
for failure to take decisive action on recommen­ 
dations contained in the “Kroeger report,” (2) 
for failure to provide adequate office space for 
various county offices now scattered about the 
dty, not under tbc courthouse roof, (3) for 
adopting a budget containing too much of a 
blank check in its “unbudgetcd rcscnx” categoiy, 


and (4) for installation of costly traffic signals 
on Sir Francis Drake boulevard between Kent- 
field and the Greenbrae intersection. 


Most Marin dtizens will hope pretty much 
tbe same hope that the senate committee ex­ 
pressed in Washington about the armed forces. 
In plain language, tbcy'll be thinking, ‘W e hope 
tbc supemsors don't waste time with alibis and 
excuses. We hope they do something to see tbat 
these w'rongs arc righted, right now.” 


Incidentally, one of tbe most-repeated excuses 
for not adopting tbc principal recommendation 
of the Kroeger rcport—that a county administra­ 
tive officer be employed—has l ^ n “tbat is a de- 
dsion for tbc people to make at an election.” 


Our ouTi viejv is tbat if it is too big a decision 
for the present board of supervisors, • perhaps 
some changes arc in order to get supervisors of 
sufficient calibre to make such a decision—one 
from which tbe county stands to gain so much.

Mill Valley Editor Suggests* 
Stop-Gap Plan ‘ For Alto Wye 
What happens now at the Alto intersection— 
now that the highway commiission has postponed 
Improvements there for at least another year? Do 
we sit back and hope that the toll of killed and 
injured will likewise postpone mounting higher, do 
we wait one more year and renew our plea to the 
atate with no guarantee that limited funds can be 
ftretched to cover Alto, or Is there anything we 
can do now? 
Those who have seen six persons die at the 
intersection within one year, who read of or see 
men. women, and children injured at the crossing 
tvtry week, are convinced that Ihere must be 
flOBiETTHIHG that can be done to make the inter- 
gection safer,^short of building an overpass. 
For one thing, the county could use a combina­ 
tion of state and federal road funds to widen 
the east-west road at the intersection to provide 
left turn lanes on these roads. This would speed 
up the flow of traffic through the intersection anti 
reduce to some extent the headlong rush in which 
motorists must engage while attempting to croas 
the highway In the limited time alloted by the 
signals. 
Perhaps the state division of hlihwayi could be 
prevailed upon, at the same time they are moving 
the signal! back for the wider cross streets, to 
Install overhead lights on either side of the Inter- 
•ection. Palntliif diagonal warning stripes on the 
highway and erection of warning signs to slow 
through traffic might help. 
* These steps admittedly would be stopgaps until 
an overpass could be built at Marin’s Number One 
man-kllllnf intersection. But these steps at least 
would be relatively inexpensive and could be done 
with county, state, and federal road maintenance 
funds. 
Wo cannot sit back and say "we tried.** —Mill 
Valley Record. 


N.P.A. Aufhorifies May Find Way 
To Giva Mort Steel To Schools 
The shortage of steel for school construction is 
one'of the most pressing of all the shortages now 


being caused by the reannamcet program. For the 
ilrit quarter of 1952 the National Production Auth- 
* orlty has allotted only 96,000 tons for school pur- • 
poses, against estimated total requirements of some 
255,000 tons. 
This means that whEe all presently 
authorized schools can be taken care of, a vast 
waiting list of projects will In large part again have 
to be deferred. 


Although the new allocation will permll school 
construction at the 1950 tax rate, second highest ,in 
history, the need for 'still more schools is unques­ 
tioned. School enrollment this year Is 800.000 great­ 
er than last year, and it is expected to climb stead­ 
ily at least until 1958. School buEdinp all over the 
country are already bursting at the .seams. 
The 
Federal Commiasioner of Education has said that 
"the immediate needs of our elementary schools 
are'80 pressing that even á ICO per cent fulfillment 
of construction schedules would fall far short of 
providing an adequate number of classroOTis.’* The 
advancing wave of the new generation Is an Ir­ 
resistible force which nothing can stop; and our 
democracy won’t be worth saving If It Is unable 
to provide the ftdlities to prevent Its children from 
being brought up in Ignorance. 


The problem Is a tough one. Demands for struc­ 
tural steel come to about twice the total output 
Much of it is required for construction of new plants, 
Including some to produce more steel. We are in 
the crucial period of the defense program, In the 
tense that the real shortages are now being felt 
and will continue for at least the first two quarteri 
of 1952. The only Immediate place to get more 
steel for school U by diverting it from other users 
of the same kind of steel, and every one of them 
is dtmoring for more than he has already, been 
allotted. Stül, there are few If any things more 
Important to our country than adequate' schools; 
and we believe that the NP.A. authorities,' fully 
aware of this fact, may yet find It possible to grant 
a more generous and. more realistic allotment for 
the critical year of 1952.

WASHINGTON—In their some- 
whti memirial way, the American 
policy makers have become a lot 
more hopeful about Soviet pur­ 
poses in these last months. The 
theory is that Western rearma­ 
ment, although miserably retarded 
and very far from complete, has at 
lease gone far enough to inspire 
the Kremlin with real fear of a 
major war. Enough faith is placed 
in.this theory so that,a slowdown 
of Western rearmament is actually 
being discussed in some quarters. 
Unfortaaately this new opti­ 
mism about the Kremlin’s inten- 
‘ tlons, wh.ch is largely based on 
expert judgment, is just about 
counterwelfhted by hard facts 
'giving rise to pessimism of a dif­ 
ferent kinll. There may be less 
reason to worry about what the 
Kremlin is going to do; but there 
are certainly more reasons to 
worry about the internal difficul­ 
ties of the Western allisnce.

For tpstance, 
the Korean fighting has revealed 
grave defects iff our fighter air­ 
craft, such as the need for cannon 
armament which can knock down 
heavy bombers. Yet fighters with 
the ^ h t ^ armament, speed and 
other qualities will not be coming 
off the line In quantity before 1953 
at the earliest. Other difficulties 
again are directly political. For 
instance, the problem of Ger- 
mtny’s new status and Germany's 
integration into the Western de­ 
fense organization is proving dls- 
couraglngly troublesome to disen­ 
tangle. 
The really important difficulties, 
however, are those which .re^vetl 
heavy and perhaps unbearable 
strains on the fundamental struc­ 
ture of the Western alliance itself. 
Among these, the most ImpO'rtant 
is the recurrence of economic-fi­ 
nancial crisis In Britain and 
France. Infinitely too little at- 
tention has been paid, as yet, to 
this very grave event. 


FLIGHTS FROM BOTH sterling 
and the franc are now in full 
progress. The British, who began 
the year with hard currency re- 
. serves of about $4,000,000.000, lost 
over $650.000,000 from their rs- 
ser^-es in the quartér ending Sept. 
30, and'another $320,000,000 in tho 
month of October alone. With­ 
drawals from reserves continuing 
at this rate will bankrupt Britain, 
totally, finally and Irrevocably, In 
not toO' many months* time. Th,e 
French, with much more slender 
reserves, have also been losing 
the,ir nest-egg cash at an alarming 
rate; and their situation is fur­ 
ther ,complitated by the weakness 
of their government and their 
loose currency controls. 
The touice of the trouble Is the 
double strain .im.'posed on France 
and B'ritaln by the world price to- 
flation, and by the burden of re­ 
armament. The new British gov­ 
ernment has moved boldly to halt 
the drain from their reserves. W. 
Averell Harriman is also concert- 
Ing measures which will tide our 
allies over the immediate emer­ 
gency, The most likely method wMl 
be, in effect, to borrow somewhere 
between $500,000,000 and $1,000.- 
000,000 from the enormous funds 
already appropriated but not yet 
expended for American defense,

For the mo­ 
ment the Western alliance is im­ 
mobilized or even greatly we'ak- 
ened by such a break-down, fhe 
risk of Kremlin aggression will 
again bectimt very great.

The government Is rolling back 
prices here, advancing prices there

mean much to you in dollars and 
cents. Businessmen say here’s why: 
supply and demand is ruling most 
markets now. 
The Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion is rolling back ceillnf prices 
on used cars by six per cent below 
last January’s levels. But used car 
dealers say sales have been lag­ 
ging, after a brief spurt, and on- 
the-lot prices are mostly at or 
below the lower celling prices the 
government suggests. And at the 
Chicago meeting* of the American 
Finance 'Conference, credit men 
are claiming that '‘government 
tampering” with auto distribution 
is gettmg everything into' a snarl. 


OPS WILL LET THE PRICE of 
new homes go up. But In 'Cincin­ 
nati where the National Associa­ 
tion of Real Estate Boards is hold­ 
ing its 44th annual convention, 
deale'Fs say that the sale of new -' 
houses is dragging in many parts 
of the country, and in some In­ 
stances price cutting has been 
used to get them moving. 
Some government officials have 
talked of the possibility of oil and 
gasoline rationlnf, if severe win­ 


ter weather or more unrest in the 
Middle East upseta distribution. 
But in Austin, Texas, state au­ 
thorities say: "We are up to our 
ears in oil.” and plan another cut 
back In the amount of oil. the wells 
of Texas can pump next month. 
OPS is still in a big hassle with 
the meat Industry over the price 
of steaks, roasts and other beef 
products. But a big grocery chain 
here advertised steaks well below 
the ceiling prices—explaining that 
they can’t find enough customers 
for meat at the higher prices. 


THE OPS SIDE OF the stO'Cy Is: 
Without controls the cost of eat­ 
ing might go even higher than it 
is, and Inflation next year could 
make present prices look low. 
Steel controls are among the 
tightest in tbe whole set-up. But 
the steel Industry, through record 
expension and production, "is rap­ 
idly building up an Impelling case 
for decontrol,” according to "the 
Iron Age,** weekly trade paper. 
The government itself is relax­ 
ing its controls in several direc­ 
tions to aid businessmen—or be- 
caitte controls tppear superfluous. 
Small businessmen are assured 
today by OPS that by the end of 
the month they will get price con­ 
trol relief through provisionr of 
the Capehart amendment to the 
controls low. This permits most 
post-Korean operation cost rises 
to be passed along in higher prices.

Income Tax 
Information

WASMNQTON m — No «&• 
outside the internal Revenue Bu« 
reau ever sees the federal incomt 
tax return of mmt people. But 
there are exceptions. 
It’s a crime for any employee of 
the bureau to give out informatloa 
about anyone’s return unleaa he 
does 80 under oonditlons laid down 
in the law. 
Which means: Your federal tax 
return Is a secret document—up to 
a point. For since there are exeep- 
tions, of course, some day you may 
be one of them. 


THE EXCEPTIONS. IF., they 
could be summed up In one itn- 
tence, would be federal or stale 
agendes engaged In some woft 
connected with tax returns. 
For example: Under the law the 
House Ways and Means committee 
and the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, which handle tax legislation» 
can see individuals' tax returns. 
But a member of the Senate’e 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
which doesn’t touch on income tax 
problems, might have a yen to look 
■t a neighbor’s tax return. Under 
the law he couldn’t see It 
A good recent example of all 
this is shown in the House sub­ 
committee Investigating the 'Scan­ 
dal surrounding some of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau’s own tax 
collectors who v'ere fired or quit 
under fire. 
That comnilttee. since it’s deal­ 
ing with a tax problem, has had 
access to the tax returns of those 
collectors themselves. 
There are various ways In which 
tax returns can be obtained from 
the bureau by people not connect­ 
ed with it: In some cases the 
president himself must give per­ 
mission; in others the Collector of 
Internal Revenue can do so. 
• 
THE TAX OFFICIALS of a 
stale—but only for some purpose 
oonnected with admmistering their 
own income tax law—can get the 
federal return of an individual, 
provided the go vernor of that state 
approves, and asks the Internal 
Revenue Bureau for it. 
For example: the tax collectors 
of your state, looking over your 
state tax return, might want to 
check the Income you reported to 
the federal government. 
And this works both ways, of 
course. The Internal Revenue Bu-^ 
reau, looking over your federal re­ 
turn, might want to check on the 
Income you reported on your state 
return. So the bureau aska the 
state for your state return. Thla 
applies to Individuals and corpo­ 
rations. 
As to the federal fax returns of 
corporations: A special section of 
the law fives certain stockholdera 
in ft Corporation the right to cheek 
•on the tax return of their own or­ 
ganization. 
Under the law -m person owninf 
one per Gent or more of the out­ 
standing stock of ft eorporatloa 
has a right to ask for, and ex­ 
amine, that corporation's return.

IVith quail and pheasant season in full swing, the wire dii- 
patches in the newsroom arc once again carrying storici of "ac­ 
cidentar* deaths caused by careless hunters. 
W^ith this danger in mind, wc*d like to pass on to you some 
thoughts along this line by Gen. Marritt A. Eason which appeared 
recently in the .\merican Rifleman; 
"Let's face it! Guns — rifles, pistols, shotguns, even air rifles 
— are dangerous! \Vc who arc gun owners and like to shoot should. 
be the hrst to admit it. 
"Ever since the dawn of history, men have been killed or 
injured by other men holding dangerous weapons in their hands. 
If this is the result of tribal or national policy, we call it war. 
“If it results from carelessness.or because of gun-ignoraiice, 
we call it an accident. Because of these accidents, at least three 
hundred people will be killed and probably ten limes that many 
injured during the last four months of this year. 
"During recent years the public, in general and shootoi 
and state conservation leaders in particular have given increased 
thought to the number of accidents in the hunting field and the 
growing complaints from farmers and ranchers about careless 
shooting and vandalism. 
"The easy answer is to pass a law saying that such thinp will 
not happen. The realistic solution is gun-safcty education, just 
as driver education and training has been found to be the proper 
approach to the automobile accident problem. 
"Hunting accidents need not happen. Last year's experience 
with shooter education in New York and other states indicatet- 
what can be done. Adults and yoongstcri alike must be taught 
that guns am dangerous unless they arc properly handled;^ that 
^un-safety education is the realistic approach to the gun-acadent 
problem."

Self-Employed 
Of Insurance 


Reminded 
Changes 


Many self-employed businessmen 
are not aware of their compulsory 
coverage in the old-age and sur­ 
vivors Insurance system provided by 
the recent ch^inges In the social se­ 
curity law, effective January 1, 1951, 
according to George A. Burkhead, 
manager of the Santa Rosa Social 
Security Administration office who 
reports 60 per cent of the business­ 
men he questions knew of the tax 
liability they were incurring all 
through 1951. 
The tax liability for 1951 becomes 
due and payable In the first quarter 
of 1952, and each year thereafter. 
An equal number of self-employed 
failed to realise their self-employ­ 
ment earnings after 1950 were build­ 
ing toward old-age and survivors 
insurance protection for themselves 
and their families. Burkhead point- 
•d out ths,t the small businessman 
W0W has the same protection against 
ion of income due to retirement or 
death as wage earners have had 
since 1940. He summarized the self- 
employed person’s status under so­ 
cial security as follows: 
1. Generally speaking, coverage of 
the self-employed person is compul­ 
sory under the old-age and sur­ 
vivors insurance section of the So­ 
cial Security Act.

Seven thousand eight hundred 
dollar* U a lot of money, Marin 
county*» grand jury and a lot of 
other people believe, especially if 
the item that money buys is not 
going to be used. 
In its final report, the 1950-51 
grand jury, urges that Marin county 
not waste the 17*800 it spent for the 
Kroeger job classification and ad­ 
ministrative survey. 
The recommendations should be 
put into effect “without delay“ the 
jury said, in a report of its job 
classification 
and 
administrative 
committee, written by Emil Pohli, 
chairman of the committee. 
The final report of the jury made 
three comments: 
1—"The grand jury regrets ex­ 
ceedingly that the board of super­ 
visor» have not devoted more time 
to the study of the Kroeger report 
to be in accord among themselves 
as to its disposition.” 
2—“The jury is in unanimous ac­ 
cord that the recommendations con­ 
tained !& the Kroeger report be put 
into effect at the earliest possible 
moment and with the least possible 
delay, consistent with good govern­ 
ment.** 
J—"The reasons advanced by the 
board of supervisors indicate the 
geneial negligence on their part in 
having failed to devote sufficient 
time and study of the Kroeger re­ 
port." 
One of the major issues is 
whether or not the Kroeger plan 
should be adopted immediately or 
should be used as a guide by the 
county for planning 
its future 
course. 
WANT TO STUDY 
The supervisors, by their action, 
or lack of action, and by their 
statements wish to study the ad­ 
ministrative plan before they take 
any further action. 
The viewpoint was supported by 
Eiwood Ennis, one of the members 
of toe Kroeger firm, Who was in 
charge of the survey in Marin. 
Ennis said several times that 
many of the counties and cities 
where studies have been made have 
not. put all the recommendations 
into effect for many years. One 
county waited ten years before it 
hired an administrative officer.

three years after they were advised 
to do so by their survey, Fnnif said 
last month at a meeting here. 


COMMITTEE AGREES 
It appears that the grand jury 
committee, which worked with the 
supervisors in selecting the Kroeger 
firm and deciding on the scope of 
the survey, agreed with this plan. 
An interim report Qf the commit­ 
tee, written by Temporary Chair­ 
man Albert Barrows in May said: 
“It is anticipated that adminis­ 
trative and procedural recommen­ 
dations contained in this survey 
will be of such nature that it will 
be several year* before they can all 
be put into effect* This is part of 
the grand jury's final report. 
This divergence of viewpoints was 


in the pay plan as presented by 
Kroeger and adopted by the county. 
On toe credit side of the Kroeger 
survey ledger, the supervisors have

China Revolution Against 
Poverty, M. V. Club Hears 


"It is a dangerous thing to speak 
on political matters in America to* 
day,'* said Dr. Gordon Agngw when 
ha spoke at the Community church's 
men's club last night in Mill Valley. 
* This was the third in a sales of 
talks on "America in the Mind of 
Asia" Dr. Agnew, who is a doctor 
of dentistry and doctor of phil­ 
osophy, is currently on the medical 
staff of the University of California. 
He was on the- staff of the Union 
college in Peking for 2b years and 
had opportunity to study the Asiatic 
peoples. 
"We havp let regimentation of 
thought come into existence in the 
United States and our moral in­ 
tegrity, freedom of speech, and 
thought is being seriously threat­ 
ened. This very regimentation is 
causing deep resentment throughout 
the UN. and this resentment has 
spread abroad." 
"We are being criticized today in 
foreign countries as we never have 
in the history of our nation." 


Dr. Agnew stated that he was not 
attempting to defend or justify the 
attitude of the Asiatics toward us, 
but he felt he, knowing the Asiatics, 
could define the attitudes. 
"I feel very strongly," said Dr. 
Agnew, "that the basic difference 
and conflict comes in our concep­ 
tion of democracy. There are facets 
of democracy that have been good 
for our country. Because we have 
flourished 
and prospered under 
democracy to become the world 
power we are today, we believe that 
democracy is good for all countries. 
We have attempted to force the 
principles of democracy on the 
Asiatic people, and they refuse to 
accept it. We respond in indignation 
because of this refusal of what we 
have found to be good." 
America has said time and time 
again that every country should 
have the right of self-determination. 
However, she has not acted in ac­ 
cordance with this tenet of democ­ 
racy she has advocated.

Dr. Agnew spoke frequently of 
Prime Minister o! India Nehru and 
his philosophy. He believed that the 
UB. and western countries would 
do well to listen to the wise words 
of Nehru as he knows the heart and 
minds of his people. 
Nehru believes that it is better to 
refuse financial aid from the west­ 
ern countries and remain free to 
determine own beliefs and stand­ 
ards. 
The revolution in China is not 
a political revolution said Dr. Ag­ 
new, but rather is a revolution 
against poverty. When China en­ 
tered the Korean war, she believed 
that her integrity was at stake. 
Dr. Agnew spoke at great lengths 
on what he believed was an injus­ 
tice in not allowing China to enter 
the United Nations. He believed 
that this refusal destroyed the or­ 
iginal intention and philosophy of 
the UN., to bring together people 
of different political philosophies. 
We are, in essence, saying to China 
“We close the door In your *face. 
for you do not believe as we do.” 
“The patrol of Formosa by the 
United States,” continued Dr. Ag­ 
new,” appears to China to be noth­ 
ing more than an act of aggression 
and violation of the Potsdam agree­ 
ment." 
The Chinese people have come to 
believe that the UB. Is not inter­ 
ested In welfare of the peoples of 
the world, but rather in its own 
security. 
Dr. Agnew concluded with “If an­ 
other war comes, part of the fault 
will lie on the shoulders .of the 
Kremlin and a good part will fall 
on our shoulders, the citizens of the 
United States, for permitting War 
to happen again."

This is the wife who m tb » a 
wonderful hostess, sets a handsome 
table, eaves his money, brings up his 
children well, inspires him to great* 
er height# and comfort# him when 
things go wrong. There’* a belief 
th at an executive is as strong a# his 
helpmeet a t home and the m an who 
has such a frau is counted lucky 
Indeed. 
* 
However, Fortune finds a trend to 
standardise the wife of the corpora­ 
tion executive, and confesses to be­ 
ing a little frightened by the whole 
idea. Personally, I’m scared stiff. I 
can see in the trend an end to the 
American dream of romance and 
curtains lo r ihe pleasant American 
custom of picking a wife on an 
emotional basis. 
* 
’WIFE SCREENING* 
It seems that, increasingly wives 
ere being subjected to interviews 
before a decision is made on hiring 
husbands. Some corporation* have a 
thing called “wife-screening" and it 


involves such tests a# her perform­ 
ance at social gatherings, her a tti­ 
tude toward her husband's work, the 
way her home is kept, her credit 
rating and a checkup on her popu­ 
larity among the neighbors. One 
corporation estimated th at some 30 
per cent of otherwise acceptable 
applicant# for executive employ­ 
m ent were turned down because 
their wires flunked the company’s 
‘ social integration” test. 
In another company, the wife of 
a top executive presided at a sort of 
finishing school for wives of execu­ 
tives who graduated into the $8,000- 
a-year 
and 
over 
brackets. The 
women were instructed in such re­ 
finements as where to shop, where 
to dine, and how to dress on either 
occasion. 


If this trend continues, the time 
will come undoubtedly when an 
ambitious 
y o u n g 
man 
will go 
shopping for a suitable wife armed 
with a list of company-drawn wife- 
requirements, and with approxi­ 
mately the same emotional attitude 
•bout the project as he now brings 
to the purchase of a new automobile. 


* ABOVE REPROACH* 
Is she prepared to sacrifice every­ 
thing for the Blank Gum Shoe 
Company? Will she promise to quit 
wearing slacks around the house 
unless she plans some heavy gard­ 
ening? Will she patronize only Ye 
Corner Tea Shoppe for afternoon 
snacks? Will she serve only sherry 
before dinner? (The vice president 


in charge of personnel has a wife 
who is corresponding secretary of 
the local WCTU.) Will she promise 
to enroll the names of her children 
in the lists of the Blank Gum Shoe 
Junior Club within two days of their 
birth? Will she remain uncomplain­ 
ing if John is tram ferred to the 
Lhasa, Tibet, branch office? Will 
she swear to limit her friendship to 
the wives of other company wives 
in (approximately) the same income 
category? And will she always con­ 
sider the Company in the number 
one spot in her own and her hus­ 
band’s affections? 


If she answers ail of these ques­ 
tions in the affirmative, and if a 
quick inspection shows John th at 
she rarely makes mistakes in bal­ 
ancing her checking account, he

Neither Fortune nor companies 
adopting this policy were fooling 
about the trend. The adaptability of 
wives and their conformity to com­ 
pany social standards has proved a 
boon to business, some. said. But 
there’s something unpleasant, snob­ 
bish and even a little un-American 
about the idea. One hopes the cor­ 
porations are ust going through a 
phase and will emerge from it with 
a belief in the old-fashioned idea of 
letting a m an pick a wife he can 
love and cherish, instead of urging 
him to select a little woman who 
will prove a rung in the ladder of 
his corporate success.

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YOUR HEALTH 
Certain Vitamins Helpful 
In Stopping Heart III 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
The arteries are a system of tubes 
carrying blood from the heart. To 
cooperate best with th at organ, they 
must retain a certain flexibility and 
“give.” W ith age, the arteries fre­ 
quently thicken, and then you have 
hardening of the arteries, or arter­ 
iosclerosis. 
Arteriosclerosis causes much of 
the heart trouble in those over 60 
years of age, and also may con­ 
tribute to m uch 
kidney 
disease. 
Coronary heart disease, one of the 
m ajor killers of man, is due to an 
early hardening of the arteries th at 
supply the heart itself. Many cases 
of so-called stroke are due to hard­ 
ening of the arteries, 
SEARCH FOR CAUSE 
For many years doctors have 
been searching for the cause of 
arteriosclerosis, but progress has 
been slow. Recent evidence how­ 
ever, suggests th at the guilty party 
may be a fatty substance in the 
blood known as cholesterol. 
Not long ago a group of scientists 
produced arteriosclerosis in animals 
by feeding them a high fat diet, 
which greatly increases the amount 
of cholesterol in the blood. It is 
also significant th a t the cholesterol 
level in the blood is increased in 
certain diseases such as diabetes, 
hypothyroidism, and coronary heart 
disease. 
Fatty Foods Restricted 
One fairly effective method of 
reducing the cholesterol in the blood 
has been to restrict the am ount of 
fatty foods. A high fat intake is 
necessary for cholesterol to be taken 
into the blood in large amounts. To 
be helpful, however, the fat'red u c­ 
tion ha* to be somewhat drastic. 


Another method thart has met with 
some success is the use of a pan­ 
creatic enzyme known as pancreatic 
lipase. 


The bile, a liver secretion, is very 
im portant to 
the 
absorption 
of 
cholesterol from the intestines. The 
substance is not taken into the 
blood in conditions where the bile 
flow is diminished. It Is believed 
th at an Improperly working liver 
may cause a high cholesterol level. 


Vitamin# Helpful 
Use of certain vitamins, such as 
choline, inositol, and methionine, 
ha# been helpful in reducing this 
level by taking over some of the 
liver's 
job. 
In 
addition, 
certain 
hormones, such as thyroid and the 
sex hormones, play an Im portant 
role in preventing hardening of the 
arteries. 


Prom these findings we may con­ 
clude th at persons past the age of 
40 who may have a predisposition to 
hardening of the arteries should 
take steps to prevent this condition. 
On early consultation, the physician 
will be able to determine the best 
low-fat diet and prescribe necessary 
vitamins and thyroid or sex gland 
extracts and, in general, how best 
to handle the situation. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
U. C.: W hat c a u s e s repeated 
fainting attacks in a young girl of 
18? 
Answer: Fainting attacks may be 
caused by anemia, a brain disorder 
such as epilepsy, nervousness, or 
diabetes. I t would be advisable for 
you to have a thorough physical 
examination by your physician to 
that the cause may be determined 
and the proper treatm ent instituted.

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I t Is to be Hoped tlut time will not be wasted 
on excuses to justify the situation, but tbit a 
real attempt to eliminate (the cause for criticism) 
will be made.” 
These words were contained in a United 
States Senate committee report made public in 
Washington last week. (The report was highly 
critical of the armed services “wasteful and ex­ 
travagant” use of manpower.) 
These same words amid well have been 
uttered by our Marin grand jury in conjunction 
with its report which criticized our Marin super­ 
visors for their * inaction’ and ‘ procrastination.” 
The grand jury criticized the supervisors (1) 
for failure to take decisive action on recommen­ 
dations contained in the “Kroeger report,” (2) 
(or failure to provide adequate office space for 
various county offices now scattered about the 
city, not under the courthouse roof, (3) for 
adopting a budget containing too much of • 
blank check in its “unbudgeted reseñe” category, 


and (4) for installation of costly traffic signals 
on Sir Francis Drake boulevard between Kent* 
field and the Greenbrae intersection. 


Most Marin citizens will hope pretty much 
the same hope that the senate committee ex­ 
pressed in Washington about the armed forces. 
In pbin language, they'll he thinking, “We hope 
the supervisors don’t waste time with alibis and 
excuses. We hope they do something to see that 
these w rongs are righted, right now.” 


Incidentally, one of the most-repeated excuses 
for not adopting the principal recommendation 
of the Kroeger report—that a county administra­ 
tive officer be employed—has been “that is a de­ 
cision for the people to make at an election.” 


Our own viejv is that if it is too big a decision 
for the present board of supervisors, * perhaps 
some changes are in order to get supervisors of 
sufficient calibre to make such a decision-one 
from which the county stands to gain so much.

Mill Valley Editor Suggests* 
Stop-Gap Plan For Alto Wye 
What happens now at the Alto intersection— 
now that the highway commission ha* postponed 
Improvements there for at least another year? Do 
we sit back and hope that the toll of killed and 
injured will likewise postpone mounting higher, do 
we wait one more year and renew our plea to the 
state with no guarantee that limited fund* can be 
stretched to cover Alto, or la there anything we 
can do now? 
Those who have seen six persona die at the 
Intersection within one year, who read of or see 
man, women, and children injured at the crossing 
•very week, are convinced that there must be 
SOMETHING that can be done to make the inter* 
section safer, short of building an overpass. 
For one thing, the county could use a combina­ 
tion of state and federal road funds to widen 
the east-west rood at the intersection to provide 
left turn lanes on these road*. This would speed 
up the flow of traffic through the intersection and 
reduce to some extent the headlong rush in which 
motorists must engage while attempting to cross 
the highway in the limited time alloted by the 
elgnala. 
Perhaps the state division of highways could be 
prevailed upon, at the same time they are moving 
the signals back for the wider cross streets, to 
install overhead lights on either side of the Inter- 
•action. Painting diagonal warning stripes on tha 
highway and erection of warning signs to slow 
through traffic might help. 
* These steps admittedly would be stopgaps until 
an overpass could be built at Marin's Number One 
man-killing intersection. But these steps at least 
would be relatively inexpensive and could be done 
with county, state, and federal road maintenance 
funds.

N.P.A. Authorities May Find Way 
To Give More Steel To Schools 
The shortage of steel for school construction is 
ona’af the most pressing of all the shortages now

being caused by the rearmament program. For the 
first quarter of 1952 the National Production Auth­ 
ority has allotted only 96,000 tons for school pur­ 
poses, against estimated total requirements of some 
255,000 tons. 
This means that while all presently 
authorized schools can be taken care of, a vast 
waiting list of projects will in large part again have 
to be deferred. 


Although the new allocation will permit school 
construction at the 1950 tax rate, second highest in 
history, the need for still more schools is unques­ 
tioned. School enrollment this year is 800,000 great­ 
er than last year, and it is expected to climb stead­ 
ily at least until 1958. School buildings all over the 
country are already bursting at the seams. 
The 
Federal Commissioner of Education has said that 
“the immediate needs of our elementary schools 
are so pressing that even a ICO per cent fulfillment 
of construction schedules would fall far short of 
providing an adequate number of classrooms.** The 
advancing wave of the new generation Is an ir­ 
resistible force which nothing can stop; and our 
democracy wont be worth saving if it is unable 
to provide the facilities to prevent its children from 
being brought up in ignorance. 


The problem la a tough one. Demands for struc­ 
tural steel come to about twice the total output 
Much of it is required for construction of new plants. 
Including some to produce more steel. We are in 
the crucial period of the defense program, in the 
sense that the real shortages are now being felt 
and will continue for at least the first two quarters 
of 1952. The only immediate place to get more 
ateei tor school is bv diverting It from other users 
of the same kind of steel, and every one of them 
la clamoring for more than he has already been 
allotted. Still, there are few If any things more 
important to our country than adequate schools; 
and we believe that the NP.A. authorities,' fully 
aware of this fact» may yet find it possible to grant 
a more generous and more realistic allotment for 
the critical year of 1952.

WASHINGTON—In their some­ 
what mercurial way, the American 
policy makers have become a lot 
more hopeful about Soviet pur­ 
poses in these last months. The 
theory is that Western rearma­ 
ment, although miserably retarded 
and very far from complete, has at 
lease gone far enough to inspire 
the Kremlin with real fear of a 
major war. Enough faith is placed 
in. this theory so that,a slowdown 
of Western rearmament is actually 
being discussed in some quarters. 


Unfortunately this new opti­ 
mism about Die Kremlin’s inten- 
* ttons, which is largely based on 
expert Judgment, is Just about 
counterweighted by hard 
facta 
giving rise to pessimism of a dif­ 
ferent kind. There may be less 
reason to worry about what the 
Kremlin is going to do: but there 
are certainly more reason* to 
* worry about the internal difficul­ 
ties of the Western alliance. 


SOME OF THESE ARE simple 
military difficulties. For instance, 
the Korean fighting has revealed 
grave defects iff our fighter air­ 
craft, such as the need for cannon 
armament which can knock down 
heavy bombers. Yet fighters with 
the right # armament, speed and 
other qualities will not be coming 
off the line in quantity before 1953 
at the earliest. Other difficulties 
again are directly political. For 
instance, the problem of Ger­ 
many's new status and Germany’s 
integration into the Western de­ 
fense organization is proving dis- 
oour&gingly troublesome to disen­ 
tangle. 


The really important difficulties, 
however, are those which reveal 
heavy and perhaps unbearable 
strains on the fundamental struc­ 
ture of the Western alliance itself. 
Among these, the most important 
is the recurrence of economic-fi­ 
nancial 
crisis 
in 
Britain 
and 
France. Infinitely too little at­ 
tention has been paid, as yet, to 
this very grave event. 


FLIGHTS FROM ROTH sterling 
and the franc are now in full 
progress. The British, who began 
the year with hard currency re- 
, aerves of about $4.000,000.000, lost 
over $650,000,000 from their re­ 
serves in the quarter ending Sept. 
30, and another $320,000,000 in the 
month of October alone. With­ 
drawals from reserves continuing 
at this rate will bankrupt Britain, 
totally, finally and irrevocably, in 
not too many months* time. The 
French, with much more slender 
reserves, have also been losing 
their nest-egg cash at an alarming 
rate; and their situation is fur­ 
ther ^complicated by the weakness 
of their government and their 
loose currency controls. 


The source of the trouble la the 
double strain imposed on France 
and Britain by the world price In­ 
flation, and by the burden of re­ 
armament. The new British gov­ 
ernment has moved boldly to halt 
the drain from their reserves. W. 
Averell Harrlman is also concert­ 
ing measures which will tide our 
allies over the immediate emer­ 
gency. The most likely method will 
be, in effect, to borrow somewhere 
between $500,000,000 and $1,000.- 
000,000 from the enormous funds 
already appropriated but not yet 
expended for American defense,

IN FACT. HOWEVER, even if 
all goes well, the British are ex­ 
pected to lose an over-all total of 
$1,500,000.000 from reserves, and to 
consume a minimum of $300.000.- 
000 of additional American aid, be­ 
fore they again achieve a precari­ 
ous stability. The French position 
is comparable. 


Meanwhile the opinion is grow­ 
ing among higher American policy 
makers that crises of this sort will 
continue to recur, and will con­

are taken to cure the trouble at 
its source. Indie«* rescue parties 
are more and mere disliked. Yet 
any attempt to go to the source 
of the trouble will demand a most 
radical readjustment in the exist­ 
ing economic political relationship 
between this country and the other 
Western allies. 


AGAIN, IN THE MIDDLE East, 
another fearful strain is being pro­ 
duced by what may be called the 
disintegration of the flanks of the 
Western alliance. The position in 
Egypt, which has been described 
at length in reports from the scene 
in this space, is already downright 
terrifying. The State Department’s 
efforts to cover the gaping wound 
is Iran with a nice Uttle pink 
hand-aid 
have 
finally 
broken 
down, as was inevitable. The whole 
of the Middle East, one of the 
world’s three great strategically 
vital areas, is deeply inflamed. 
Again, a real cure wiU demand 
most radical measures. 


The danger, then, has shifted. 
While the imminent risk of Krem­ 
lin aggression has grown much 
less, another imminent riik, of a 
serious 
break-down within tha 
Western alliance, has grown much 
greater. It is six of one and half-a- 
dozen of the other. For the mo­ 
ment the Western alliance is im­ 
mobilized or even greatly weak­ 
ened by such a break-down, fhe 
risk of Kremlin aggression will 
again become very great.

NEW YORK Nov. 15 (AV-The 
control front la humming today. 
The government is rolling back 
prices here, advancing prices there 
—but 
that 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean much to you in dollars and 
cents. Businessmen say here’s why: 
supply and demand is ruling most 
markets now. 


The Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion is rolling back ceiling prices 
on used cars by six per cent below 
last January’s levels. But used car 
dealers say sales have been lag­ 
ging. after a brief spurt, and on- 
the-lot prices are mostly at or 
below the lower celling prices the 
government suggests. And at the 
Chicago meeting* of the American 
Finance Conference, credit men 
are claiming that “government 
tampering“ with auto distribution 
is getting everything into a snarl. 


OPS WILL LET THE PRICE of 
new homes go up. But in Cincin­ 
nati where the National Associa­ 
tion of Real Estate Boards is hold­ 
ing its 44th annual convention, 
dealers say that the sale of new 
houses is dragging in many parts 
of the country, and in some in­ 
stances price cutting has been 
used to get them moving. 


Some government officials have 
talked of the possibility of oil and 
gasoline rationing, if severe win­ 


ter weather or more unrest in the 
Middle East upsets distribution. 
But in Austin, Texas, state au­ 
thorities say: “We are up to our 
ears in oil,” and plan another cut 
back in the amount of oil the wells 
of Texas can pump next month. 
OPS is still in a big hassle with 
the meat industry over the price 
of steaks, roasts and other beef 
products. But a big grocery chain 
here advertised steaks well below 
the ceiling prices—explaining that 
they cant find enough customers 
for meat at the higher prices. 


THE OPS SIDE OF the story is: 
Without controls the cost of eat­ 
ing might go even higher than it 
is, and inflation next year could 
make present prices look low. 
8t.ee! controls are among the 
tightest in the whole set-up. But 
the steel industry, through record 
expension and production, “is rap­ 
idly building up an impelling case 
for decontrol,“ according to “the 
Iron Age,’’ weekly trade paper. 
The government itself is relax­ 
ing its controls in several direc­ 
tions to aid businessmen—or be­ 
cause controls appear superfluous. 
Small businessmen are assured 
today by OPS that by the end of 
the month they will get price con­ 
trol relief through provision? of 
the Capehart amendment to the 
controls low. This permits most 
post-Korean operation cost rises 
to be passed along in higher prices.

THf WORLD TODAY 
Who Can See 
Income Tax 
Information 
By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON 
— No one 
outside the Internal Revenue Bu­ 
reau ever sees the federal income 
tax return of most people. But 
there are exceptions. 
Tt’s a crime for any employee of 
the bureau to give out information 
about anyone’s return unless he 
does so under conditions laid down 
in the law. 
Which means: Your federal tax 
return is a secret documqpt—up to 
a point. For since there are excep­ 
tions, of course, some day you may 
be one of them. 


THE EXCEPTIONS, IF . they 
could be summed up in one sen­ 
tence, would be federal or state 
agencies engaged in some work 
connected with tax returns. 
For example: Under the law the 
House Ways and Means committal 
and the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, which handle tax legislation, 
can see individuals* tax returns. 
But a member of the Senate*» 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
which doesn’t touch on income tax 
problems, might have a yen to look 
at a neighbor’s tax return. Under 
the law he couldn’t see it. 
A good recent example of an 
this is shown In the House sub­ 
committee investigating the scan­ 
dal surrounding some of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau’s own tax 
collectors who were fired or quit 
under fire. 
That committee, since it’s deal­ 
ing with a tax problem, has had 
access to the tax returns of those 
collectors themselves. 
There are various ways In which 
tax returns can be obtained from 
the bureau by people not connect­ 
ed with it: In some cases the 
president himself must give per­ 
mission: in others the Collector of 
Internal Revenue can do so. 
* 
THE TAX OFFICIALS of a 
state—but only for some purpose 
oonnected with administering their 
own income tax law—can get the 
federal return of an individual, 
provided the governor of that state 
approves, and asks the Internal 
Revenue Bureau for it. 
For example: the tax collector* 
of your state, looking over your 
state tax return, might want to 
check the income you reported to 
the federal government. 
And this works both ways, of 
course. The Internal Revenue Bu-4 
reau, looking over your federal re-* 
turn, might want to check on the 
income you reported on your state 
return. So the bureau asks the 
state for your state return. This 
applies to individuals and corpo­ 
rations. 
As to the federal tax returns of 
corporations: A special section of 
the law gives certain stockholders 
in a corporation the right to check 
on the tax return of their own or­ 
ganization. 
Under the law a person owning 
one per cent or more of the out­ 
standing stock of a corporation 
has a right to ask for, and ex- 
. amine, that corporation’s return. 
He can do so by asking the com­ 
mission of internal revenue. He 
won’t get the original. Hell get a 
copy, certified.

SPORTS TRAIL

With quail and pheasant season in full swing, the wire dii- 
patches in the newsroom are once again carrying stories of “ac­ 
cidental” deaths caused by careless hunters. 
With this danger in mind, we’d like to pass on to you some 
thoughts along this line by Gen. Marritt A. Edson which appeared 
recently in the American Rifleman: 
“Let’s face it! Guns — rifles, pistols, shotguns, even air rifles 
- are dangerous! We who are gun owners and like to shoot should . 
be the first to admit it. 
“Ever since the dawn of history, men have been killed or 
injured by other men holding dangerous weapons in their hands. 
If this is the result of tribal or national policy, we call it war. 
“If it results from carelessness,or because of gun-ignorance, 
we call it an accident. Because of these accidents, at least three 
hundred people will be killed and probably ten times that many *• 
injured during the last four months of this year. 
“During recent years the public, in general and shooters 
and state conservation leaders in particular have given increased 
thought to the number of accidents in the hunting field and the 
growring complaints from farmers and ranchers about careless 
shooting and vandalism. 
“The easy answer is to pass a law saying that such things will 
not happen. The realistic solution is gun-safety education, just 
as driver education and training has been found to be the proper 
approach to the automobile accident problem. 
“Hunting accidents need not happen. Last year's experience 
with shooter education in New York and other states indicates 
what can be done. Adults and youngsters alike must be taught 
that guns are dangerous unless they are properly handled; that 
gun-safety education is the realistic approach to the gun-accident 
problem."

Self-Employed Reminded 
Of Insurance Changes 


Many self-employed businessmen 
are not aware of their compulsory 
coverage in the old-age and sur­ 
vivors Insurance system provided by 
the recent changes to the social se­ 
curity law, effective January I, 1951, 
according to George A. Burkhead, 
manager of the Santa Rosa Social 
Security Administration office who 
reports 50 per cent of the business­ 
men he questions knew of the tax 
liability they were incurring all ] 
through 1951. 
The tax liability for 1951 becomes! 
due and payable to the first quarter 
of 1952, and each year thereafter. 
An equal number of self-employed 
failed to realize their self-employ­ 
ment earnings after 1950 were build­ 
ing toward old-age and survivors 
insurance protection for themselves 
and their families. Burkhead point­ 
ed out that the small businessman 
mem has the same protection against 
loss of income due to retirement or 
death as wage earners have had 
since 1940. He summarized the self- 
employed person’s status under so­ 
cial security as follows: 
1. Generally speaking, coverage of 
the self-employed person Is compul­ 
sory under the old-age and sur­ 
vivors insurance section of the So­ 
cial Security Act. 
3. Old-age and survivors insurance 
provides very definite protection to 
terms of a base for financial secur­ 
ity to the self-employed person and 
his family. Monthly benefits range 
from $20 to $150 depending on aver­ 
age earnings and the pattern of the 
insured’s family st the time benefits 
become payable. 
3. The self-employed person must 
have a social security account num­ 
ber to identify the earnings to be 
posted to his insurance account. If 
you have never had a social security 
card, fill out an application, on hand 
at any post office, and send it to 


the Santa Rosa Social Security of­ 
fice. If you have lost your card, you 
should ask for a copy. You should 
have only one social security num­ 
ber to 
your leftime. 
4. Self-employment earnings must 
be properly reported each year to 
secure credit towards this insur­ 
ance. They are reported by the in­ 
dividual on a special section of his 
individual income tax form. 1951 
earnings will be reported* on The 
income tax form due by March 15, 
1952. A self-employed person cannot 
report himself on the quarterly so­ 
cial security form 941 used for re­ 
porting employees' wages. He makes 
one yearly report and pays his {ax 
in full at that time. The tax is 2*4 
per cent of taxable self-employment 
earnings. Only the first $3600 of 
earnings Is taxable. The 1951 tax 
wUl be between $9 and $81, de­ 
pending on the amount of net earn­ 
ings from self-employment. Pay­ 
ment is compulsory, so it would be 
a good idea to budget for the 
amount due. 
Burkhead reminded all concerned 
that detailed information about this 
program of old-age and survivors 
insurance 
is 
available 
without 
charge at the Santa Rosa Social Se­ 
curity office. 
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
